Roger Sutton of the state fire mar-

An examination of the one-story frame 


house revealed that at least two fires had 
been set and that some type of acceler- 
ant was used. These explain the intense 
heat and flames which hampered fire- 
fighters' attempts to rescue the young- 
sters, he said.

It went before 
the Illinois Commerce Commission in 
February to seek an added 7 per cent 
fare increase, which Provo contends' is 
the lowest possible increase it could have 
requested to meet costs and would have 
covered only last year's wage increases. 


The 5% per cent fare increase finally 


granted by the commission came four 
months after the April 1 date sought by 
the C & NW.

Agencies Fight, 
Mosquitos Bite

Amidst all the slapping and scratching 


in Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg 
these days is quite a bit of grousing, too. 


The citizens are upset about an ecolo- 


gical problem. They have not come out 
in hordes — only about IS to 25 persons 
h a v e 
attended 
Schaumburg 
Village 


Board meetings, and probably an equal 
number in Hoffman Estates, depending 
on which week you counted noses. 


But their complaints, settle on some- 


thing that has come out in hordes — 
most|uitos. 


AND IN EACH village, the pesky in- 


sect seems to have bitten the community 
where it cannot scratch. Kchaumburg 
seems to have tied its own hands, and 
Hoffman Estates just ran't seem to 
reach the bite. 


The whole mosquito controversy is 


fraught 
with contradictions. The only 


persons who could end these have not 
done so, either because they refuse to, or 
because they cannot. 


Schaumburg's malady is complicated. 


The village has an ordinance banning 
fogging with toxic chemicals, the North- 
w e s t 
Mosquito 
Abatement 
District 


(NMAD) has filed suit and the village is 
defending the suit. While the village has 
employed an emergency clause in the or- 
dinance, asking for fogging, NMAD re- 
fuses to comply unless the village ex- 
empts it from the ordinance entirely. 


And when the villagers complain, they 


are told to file suit. 


How's that for responsive government 


in action? 


Schaumburg 
could bring NMAD in 


simply by repealing its ordinance, or by 
granting the exemption. But that would 
in effect be admitting an error. The ordi- 
nance may be quite valid — toxic chem- 
icals may indeed be damaging to the en- 
vironment and to its human residents. 
But so might mosquito bites, and the dis- 
eases mosqtiitos can carry. 


BECAUSE THE village will not back 


down, and because NMAD is too proud to 
let a village government dictate policy, 
Schaumburg residents must hire a law- 
yer to get relief, with the likelihood redr- 
ess would not arrive before the mos- 
quitos leave of their own accord. 


Particularly ironic about the whole sit- 


uation is the fact these squabbles be- 
tween the villages and NMAD are all 
being financed 
with taxpayers, funds. 


Schaumburg residents ;.ire paying an 
NMAD tax to fight mosquitos. and a vil- 


lage tax to pay the lawyer who is fight- 
ing NMAD. Now they also are advised to 
pay a private lawyer to fight NMAD, 
forcing it to come in and kill mosquitos 
in violation of a village law. 


I must have missed something along 


the way, because the logic escapes me 
completely. 


But Schaumburg does have a valid 


point, too. The ordinance prohibits only 
spraying. Larvicides and other proce- 
dures are not mentioned. Not being thor- 
oughly acquainted with the breeding 
cycles of mosquitos, I don't know if Lar- 
vicides would work this late in the sea- 
son, 
but they might be more purposeful 


than slapping one bug at a time. 


The Northwest Mosquito Abatement 


District seems to control the jaws of the 
bug in Hoffman Estates, in spinoff effect 
from the Schaumburg disoute. NMAD 
had done little fogging in the village until 
this week. When asked why, NMAD 
spokesmen told the village they were 
waiting for a map of Schaumburg, to in- 
sure they did not cross village lines. 


THE ANSWER WAS ridiculous on its 


face. NMAD certainly could have obtain- 
ed a map from Hoffman Estates, if it felt 
it needed one. 


If it's any consolation to Schaumburg 


Township, it is not alone in its mosquito 
war. Reports from other communities 
throughout the suburban region indicate 
fogging has been noticeably absent of in- 
effective in other areas too.

Amidst all the slapping and scratching 
in Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg 
these days is quite a bit of grousing, too. 
The citizens are upset about an ecolo­ 
gical problem. They have not come out 
in hordes — only about 15 to 25 persons 
h a v e 
attended 
Schaumburg 
Village 
Board meetings, and probably an equal 
number in Hoffman Estates, depending 
on which week you counted noses. 
But their complaints settle on some­ 
thing that has come out in hordes — 
mosquitos. 


AND IN EACH village, the pesky in­ 
sect seems to have bitten the community 
where it cannot 
scratch. 
Schaumburg 
seems to have tied its own hands, and 
Hoffman Estates just can't seem 
to 
reach the bite. 
The whole 
mosquito controversy 
is 
fraught with contradictions. The only 
persons who could end these have not 
done so, either because they refuse to, or 
because they cannot. 
Schaumburg’s malady is complicated. 
The village has an ordinance banning 
fogging with toxic chemicals, the North- 
w e s t 
Mosquito 
Abatement 
District 
(NMAD) has filed suit and the village is 
defending the suit. While the village has 
employed an emergency clause in the or­ 
dinance, asking for fogging. NMAD re­ 
fuses to comply unless the village ex­ 
empts it from the ordinance entirely. 
And when the villagers complain, they 
are told to file suit. 
How’s that for responsive government 
in action? 
Schaumburg could 
bring NMAD 
in 
simply by repealing its ordinance, or by 
granting the exemption. But that would 
in effect be admitting an error. The ordi­ 
nance may be quite valid — toxic chem­ 
icals may indeed be damaging to the en­ 
vironment and to its human residents. 
But so might mosquito bites, and the dis­ 
eases mosquitos can carry. 
BECAUSE THE village vvill not back 
dowm. and because NMAD is too proud to 
let a village government dictate policy, 
Schaumburg residents must hire a law­ 
yer to get relief, with the likelihood redr­ 
ess would not arrive before the mos­ 
quitos leave of their own accord. 
Particularly ironic about the whole sit­ 
uation is the fact these squabbles be­ 
tween the villages and NMAD are all 
being 
financed with taxpayers funds. 
Schaumburg residents are paying an 
NMAD tax to fight mosquitos, and a vil­ 


lage tax to pay the lawyer who is fight­ 
ing NMAD. Now they also are advised to 
pay a private lawyer to fight NMAD. 
forcing it to come in and kill mosquitos 
in violation of a village law. 
I must have missed something along 
the way, because the logic escapes me 
completely. 
But Schaumburg does have a valid 
point, too. The ordinance prohibits only 
spraying. Larvicides and other proce­ 
dures are not mentioned. Not being thor­ 
oughly 
acquainted 
with 
the 
breeding 
cycles of mosquitos. I don t know if Lar­ 
vicides would wrork this late in the sea­ 
son. but they might be more purposeful 
than slapping one bug at a time. 
The Northwest 
Mosquito Abatement 
District seems to control the jaws of the 
bug in Hoffman Estates, in spinoff effect 
from the Schaumburg disoute. NMAD 
had done little fogging in the village until 
this week. 
When 
asked why, NMAD 
spokesmen told the village they were 
waiting for a map of Schaumburg, to in­ 
sure they did not cross village lines. 
THE ANSWER WAS ridiculous on its 
face. NMAD certainly could have obtain­ 
ed a map from Hoffman Estates, if it felt 
it needed one. 
If it’s any consolation to Schaumburg 
Township, it is not alone in its mosquito 
war. Reports from other communities 
throughout the suburban region indicate 
fogging has been noticeably absent of in­ 
effective in other areas toe. 
Would you believe Nero fiddled while 
Roman mosquitos had a picnic?

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He Testified Against The Mab-And He 
9s Still Running 


(Last In a Series.)

I had to begin a new life, somehow. I 


still owed the Mafia $12,000 from juice 
loans. I had passed more bad checks and 
there was a warrant out for my arrest. 
My wife had divorced me and I rarely 
saw my three young boys, who mean 
more to me than anything In the world. 
They were on welfare. That crushed me. 


I wanted to start fresh, to do some- 


thing constructive that would make my 
family proud of me, to do something that 
would make up in a small way for some 
of the tragedy I had inflicted on them. 


1, was in Denver, after having lost sev- 


eral thousand dollars in Las Vegas in a 
last hope to make a big killing to get me 
off the financial hook, I called the FBI, 
told them briefly who I was and what 
information about the Chicago Mafia I 
had. Almost before I hung up there were 
two agents at my door. 


IN RETURN for the information, I told 


them I wanted to relocate my family 
(my wife had agreed, for the sake of the 
children, to come back to me if I could 
start fresh) at their expense. I wanted 
them to provide protection for my par- 
ents in Chicago, I wanted them to guar- 
antee me immunity from any possible 
prosecution that I might subsequently en- 
counter due to the bad checks I had writ- 
ten and any possible prosecutions per- 
taining to any fraud I may have been 
involved in. 


I also wanted $5,000 in cash immediate- 


ly to get myself partially straightened 
out financially. I told them that I would 
testify when needed but would not be- 
come directly involved in anything else. 


They said they'd let me know, but that 


it would take awhile. I said I had to 
know immediately. When they couldn't 
do this right away, I called the Illinois 
Crime Commission. 


The ICC flew me back to Chicago. 


They agreed to my terms, almost. They 
were willing to give me $3,000 right 
away. Also, they wanted me to do under- 
cover work. I reluctantly agreed. 


Soon afterward I called Dick Cardi, 


who was the guy I borrowed most of my 
juice money from. I told him I was 
broke, that he had all my money. He 
said he was an understanding guy and 
that he would give me a pass for awhile, 
but that I had to continue making token 
payments. He said he liked my honesty. 


BECAUSE OF 1HS trust in me, I was 


able to get Ron Huarte, an TCC agent 
posing as a friend of mine who had gam- 
bling debts, a loan from the Outfit. 


Huarte had been set up with a construc- 
tion company as an employe, and the 
switchboard operator there was told they 
had a new man in the firm. 


Huarte and I met Cardi in a restau- 


rant. "The meeting went off smoothly, al- 
though I was sweating bullets. I felt like 
Spencer Tracy. 


After a few months of getting tran- 


scriptions of conversations I had with the 
Mafia, the ICC felt it was time I testify 
before the Illinois Senate subcommittee 
on organized crime's loan racket oper- 
ation. 


I was never so nervous in my life as in 


those days prior to the hearing. I knew 
that if the Mafia was ever going to make 
a determined effort to kill me it would be 
before I testified. I was provided with a 
24-hour-a-day bodyguard, and stayed in a 
downtown hotel room most of the time. 


I felt reasonably safe with my body- 


guard. His name was Bill Withers, the 
m e a n e s t , toughest-looking character 
you'd ever not want to meet. He was 6-5, 


solid muscle, had one bad eye with a 
droopy eyelid. He was a black belt in 
judo and a black belt in karate. We slept 
with our ,22s on the night table between 
our beds. 


The hotel help was informed not to 


come near the part of the floor our room 
was on. So it was very quiet. But one 
morning we were awakened by footsteps. 
They got louder, and closer. Quickly and 
silently we both leaped out of our beds. 


I had my .45 out and stood beside the 


door. Withers sat on his bed, his weapon 
pointing at the door. The door opened. 
We cocked our pistols. In walked a maid 
carrying some kind of tray. She saw us, 
screamed, threw up the tray and ran out 
of the room. 


THE NEXT DAY I testified, with all 


the Mafia guys I had been associated 
with in that hearing room. I was shak- 
ing. I did not look at them. I felt them 
looking right through me. I named 
names, situations, places, said that I es- 
timated that Cadri may have about one 
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thousand juice loan customers just like 
me. 


Afterward, I was escorted by secret 


armed guard to a waiting plane at 
O'Hare Airport. I couldn't help wonder- 
ing how the newscasts that night and the 
newspaper stories the next day would af- 
fect my parents. As it turned out many 
of their friends ignored it and to this day 
have never mentioned it to them. Others 
tried to console,them, saying that I pos- 
sessed great courage to testify. 


It was finally over, I thought, and all I 


had to do now was lead a normal, life. 
Yet — yet I knew only too well that I 
was not out of danger, that I probably 
never would be. Charles Siragusa, direc- 
tor of the ICC, and his assistant, Howard 
Roos, assured me that revenge just for 
the sake of revenge was in their opinion 
completely out of the question. "These 
people are businessmen," said Siragusa, 
"and killing someone just for revenge af- 
ter the damage is done is bad business 
and too risky, with no apparent shock 
value because of the distance between 
Chicago and your new home." 


It was good to hear, but not altogether 


reassuring. I still would not be comfort- 
able without being able to pat my pistol 
in my shoulder holster. 


I MOVED TO San Antonio, Tex , far, 


far away from Chicago. The ICC had 
contacted the local police. The local po- 
lice tried to get me a job. Little could be 
told about my background and since I 
had all new identification, any kind of 
tracing would lead to dead ends. I was 
offered only menial jobs. Finally I got a 
decent job as a salesman. I did very 
well, bought a four-bedroom house. 


I received a great deal of help from a 


truly outstanding lawman, Inspector 
Jack Hutton of the San Antonio police. 
Button, a tough, honest cop, provided a 
much-needed physical presence when I 
thought my life might be in danger a"d 
also helped me through some rough fi- 
nancial times, getting me business con- 
tacts that my lack of credentials would 
otherwise have prohibited and backing 
me up to my creditors. 


Still, I was looking over my shoulder. I 


was touchy when people asked where I 
came from and what I had done. Too 
many times I told them it was none of 
their business. Some thought I was an 
ex-convict. 


Sometimes it was embarrassing, like 


the time my wife had some friends over 
for a friendly card game and I took off 
my jacket and my gun fell out. 


MOSTLY, THOUGH, I was happy and 


leading "a normal life." That came to an 
abrupt end. One day in a department 
store I almost literally walked into an 
old Chicago business associate. No way I 
could duck him. He greeted me with a 
big, surprised hello, as if he had just dis- 
covered a gold mine. 


My former business partner had owed 


him about $500. He said he wanted the 
money. I had nothing to do with that 
debt. This was blackmail; I knew he 
knew about my testimony. I didn't know 
if this guy had any Mafia connections, 
but I began to pay him in small amounts 
every time he came to my new town. But 
after each payment, I put my gun to his 
head and said, "This thing will go off if 
you ever tell anyone where I am." 


He hasn't — yet. I pray for his sake 


and mine that he doesn't.

I wanted to start fresh, to do some­ 
thing constructive that would make my 
family proud of me, to do something that 
would make up in a small way for some 
of the tragedy I had inflicted on them. 


I was in Denver, after having lost sev­ 
eral thousand dollars in Las Vegas in a 
last hope to make a big killing to get me 
off the financial hook, I called the FBI, 
told them briefly who I was and what 
information about the Chicago Mafia I 
had. Almost before I hung up there were 
two agents at my door. 


IN RETURN for the information, I told 
them I wanted to relocate my family 
(my wife had agreed, for the sake of the 
children, to come back to me if I could 
start fresh) at their expense. I wanted 
them to provide protection for my par­ 
ents in Chicago. I wanted them to guar­ 
antee me immunity from any possible 
prosecution that I might subsequently en­ 
counter due to the bad checks I had writ­ 
ten and any possible prosecutions per­ 
taining to any fraud I may have been 
involved in. 


I also wanted $5,000 in cash immediate­ 
ly to get myself partially straightened 
out financially. I told them that I would 
testify when needed but would not be­ 
come directly involved in anything else. 
They said they’d let me know, but that 
it would take awhile. I said I had to 
know immediately. When they couldn’t 
do this right away, I called the Illinois 
Crime Commission. 


The I CC flew me back to Chicago. 
They agreed to my term s, almost. They 
were willing to give me $3,000 right 
away. Also, they wanted me to do under­ 
cover work. I reluctantly agreed. 


Soon afterward I called Dick Cardi, 
who was the guy I borrowed most of my 
juice money from. I told him I was 
broke, that he had all my money. He 
said he was an understanding guy and 
that he would give me a pass for awhile, 
but that I had to continue making token 
payments. He said he liked my honesty. 


BECAUSE OF HIS trust in me, I was 
able to get Ron Huarte, an ICC agent 
posing as a friend of mine who had gam­ 
bling debts, a loan from the Outfit. 


Huarte had been set up with a construc­ 
tion company as an employe, and the 
switchboard operator there was told they 
had a new man in the firm. 
Huarte and I met Cardi in a restau­ 
rant. The meeting went off smoothly, al­ 
though I was sweating bullets. I felt like 
Spencer Tracy. 


After a few months of getting tran­ 
scriptions of conversations I had with the 
Mafia, the ICC felt it was time I testify 
before the Illinois Senate subcommittee 
on organized crim e’s loan racket oper­ 
ation. 


I was never so nervous in my life as in 
those days prior to the hearing. I knew 
that if the Mafia was ever going to make 
a determined effort to kill me it would be 
before I testified. I was provided with a 
24-hour-a-day bodyguard, and stayed in a 
downtown hotel room most of the time. 


I felt reasonably safe with my body­ 
guard. His name was Bill Withers, the 
m e a n e s t , toughest-looking character 
you'd ever not want to meet. He was 6-5, 


solid muscle, had one bad eye with a 
droopy eyelid. He was a black belt in 
judo and a black belt in karate. We slept 
with our .22s on the night table between 
our beds. 


The hotel help was informed not to 
come near the part of the floor our room 
was on. So it was very quiet. But one 
morning we were awakened by footsteps. 
They got louder, and closer. Quickly and 
silently we both leaped out of our beds. 


I had my .45 out and stood beside the 
door. Withers sat on his bed. his weapon 
pointing at the door. The door opened. 
We cocked our pistols. In walked a maid 
carrying some kind of tray. She saw us, 
screamed, threw up the tray and ran out 
of the room. 


THE NEXT DAY I testified, with all 
the Mafia guys I had been associated 
with in that hearing room. I was shak­ 
ing. I did not look at them. I felt them 
looking right through me. I named 
names, situations, places, said that I es­ 
timated that Cadri may have about one 
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thousand juice loan customers just like 
me. 
Afterward, I was escorted by secret 
armed guard to a waiting plane at 
O’Hare Airport. I couldn’t help wonder­ 
ing how the newscasts that night and the 
newspaper stories the next day would af­ 
fect my parents. As it turned out many 
of their friends ignored it and to this day 
have never mentioned it to them. Others 
tried to console,them, saying that I pos­ 
sessed great courage to testify. 
It was finally over. I thought, and all I 
had to do now was lead a normal life. 
Yet — yet I knew only too well that I 
was not out of danger, that I probably 
never would be. Charles Siragusa. direc­ 
tor of the ICC, and his assistant, Howard 
Boos, assured me that revenge just for 
the sake of revenge was in their opinion 
completely out of the question. “These 
people are businessmen.” said Siragusa, 
“and killing someone just for revenge af­ 
ter the damage is done is bad business 
and too risky, with no apparent shock 
value because of the distance between 
Chicago and your new home.” 
It was good to hear, but not altogether 
reassuring. I still would not be comfort­ 
able without being able to pat my pistol 
in my shoulder holster. 
I MOVED TO San Antonio, Tex., far, 
far away from Chicago. The ICC had 
contacted the local police. The local po­ 
lice tried to get me a job. Little could be 
told about my background and since I 
had all new identification, any kind of 
tracing would lead to dead ends. I was 
offered only menial jobs. Finally I got a 
decent job as a salesman 
I did very 
well, bought a four-bedroom house. 
I received a great deal of help from a 
truly 
outstanding 
lawman, 
Inspector 
Jack Hutton of the San Antonio police. 
Hutton, a tough, honest cop. provided a 
much-needed physical presence when I 
thought my life might be in danger a"d 
also helped me through some rough fi­ 
nancial times, getting me business con­ 
tacts that my lack of credentials would 
otherwise have prohibited and backing 
me up to my creditors. 
Still, I was looking over my shoulder. I 
was touchy when people asked where I 
came from and what I had done. Too 
many times I told them it was none of 
their business. Some thought I was an 
ex-convict. 


Sometimes it was embarrassing, like 
the time my wife had some friends over 
for a friendly card game and I took off 
my jacket and my gun fell out. 
MOSTLY, THOUGH. I was happy and 
leading “a normal life.” That came to an 
abrupt end. One day in a department 
store I almost literally walked into an 
old Chicago business associate. No way I 
could duck him. He greeted me with a 
big, surprised hello, as if he had just dis­ 
covered a gold mine. 
My former business partner had owed 


him about $500. He said he wanted the 
money. I had nothing to do with that 
debt. This was blackmail; I knew he 
knew about my testimony. I didn’t know 
if this guy had any Mafia connections, 
but I began to pay him in small amounts 
every time he came to my new’ town. But 
after each payment, I put my gun to his 
head and said, “This thing will go off if 
you ever tell anyone where I am .” 
He hasn’t — yet. I pray for his sake 
and mine that he doesn't.

ating licenses. 


Beneath the challenge is, of 


course, the larger issue of the of- 
ten-repeated conflict between the 
legitimate needs of our society and 
the increasingly important prob- 
lem of how do we protect the envi- 
ronment from ourselves. 


Obviously, we are going to need 


more and more energy in coming 
years, and nuclear power is one 
means of providing it. Indeed, such 
energy can eliminate the pollution 
caused by burning coal to produce 
p o w e r ; Commonwealth Edison 
may be a pollution fighter, after 
all. 


However, suppose there is a 


leakage of nuclear waste and 
thousands of persons contract leu- 
kemia. Suppose Comm Ed has not 
solved the problem of thermal pol- 
lution from hot water released 
from the plant. Suppose our great- 
est recreational resource is dam- 
aged beyond repair as a result. 


It's too great a chance to take. 


The AEC, if it has not pursued the 
topic as far as possible, should re- 
sume its quest. 


It may turn out that the MSD's 


protest is nothing more than the re- 
action of a board which is seeking 
another opportunity to get on the 
ecology bandwagon. Indeed, Abe 
Eiserman is a candidate for reelec- 
tion this year, and his leadership in 
the AEC issue won't hurt him at 
the polls. 


Indeed, we hope the MSD is til- 


ting after windmills. But there's a 
good possibility that the MSD may 
be fighting a real danger, and we 
applaud its efforts in that direc- 
tion.

It may turn out that the MSD's 
protest is nothing more than the re­ 
action of a board which is seeking 
another opportunity to get on the 
ecology bandwagon. Indeed. Abe 
Eiserman is a candidate for reelec­ 
tion this year, and his leadership in 
the AEC issue won’t hurt him at 
the polls. 


Indeed, we hope the MSD is til­ 
ting after windmills. But there's a 
good possibility that the MSD may 
be fighting a real danger, and we 
applaud its efforts in that direc­ 
tion. 


Eagleton Ts Raised An Issue

No one can argue at this point in the 
political campaign that Eagleton isn t a 
household word. 
Yes. 
Eagleton's disclosures of psy­ 
chiatric treatment for depression have 
shoved his name up into headlines and 
his footsteps have been and will be dog­ 
ged by hundreds of reporters eager to 
pursue the subject to its unseen limits. 
And there are the inevitable stories 
about other Presidential or vice-presi­ 
dential mental infirmities, the attempts 
to pry a reaction out of the Nixon admin­ 
istration 
and 
the speculative 
stories 
about whether Eagleton will remain on 
the ticket. 
In this reporter’s mind, there is a 
shock reaction to learning of a mental 
illness, a shock not unlike hearing of the 
Wallace shooting. “Oh. he’s sick,” you 
exclaim — and the emotion, it seems, is 
a mixture of pity and horror (perhaps). 
The reaction would change radically if 
you'd been seriously depressed and had 
seen the inside of some of our not-so- 
distinguished mental hospitals. Then, the

understanding would have been easier. 
At any rate, responsible politicians will 
predictably urge that Eagleton's psy­ 
chiatric problems be ignored as a cam ­ 
paign issue. 
I disagree. I think it should be an is­ 
sue. 
But the issue should not center upon 
Eagleton’s state of mind but on the quali­ 
ty of care he and others receive for the 
illnesses involving the mind. 
Eagleton should run with the issue. 
Like Sen. Harold Hughes, D-Iowa, who

as a reformed alcoholic has led com­ 
mittee investigations on 
the 
subject, 
Eagleton could force the issue into our 
consciousness. 
It’s an issue that splits in two. The 
broader issue is the quality of psy­ 
chiatric care. For a starter, the Missouri 
senator could look at his own treatment. 
He was treated at the Mayo Clinic and 
at Barnes Hospital in St. Louis. Both of 
these are reputedly outstanding private 
hospitals for care. 
Eagleton might at this point examine 
other forms of psychiatric care, such as 
public mental hospitals. Such places are 
for those persons who cannot afford the 
luxury of private rooms and the price 
tag of $100 a day. 
He might begin, indeed, by visiting 
some of the shinier, more modern state 
institutions. Beyond the glitter of new 
brick and concrete, he might consider 
the level of care received, the attitude of 
the staff and the general atmosphere of 
such institutions. 
Put simply, institutionalization of per­ 
sons needing help needs a radical re­ 
consideration. The popular concept of 


halfway houses and out-patient care does 
little to combat directly the prison at- 
masphere which probably pervades most 
public institutions. 
As an observer, I’ve seen how a secur­ 
ity ward in one of Chicago’s more mod­ 
ern, more acclaimed public institutions 
works. I suggest Mr. Eagleton examine 
such public mental health care — which 
politicians trumpet as “quality'’ — for a 
starter. 
There’s a secondary’ issue, and that is 
the acceptance of Eagleton as a man 
with an illness which can be treated. 
Many of us react with a gut “horror’’ at 
the thought of psychiatric treatment. 
But all of us, at one time or another, 
have probably needed such help One 
hopes that in 1972 the taboos about talk­ 
ing intelligently about 
such 
illnesses 
have eased and will make Eagleton's ill­ 
ness publicly understandable. 
Eagleton’s first priority, however, is to 
pursue the topic of institutional mental 
health care further. Without exposure, 
our treatment of those who cannot afford 
private help will be shoddy at best, sui­ 
cidal at worst.

rich men who can boast they got their 
starts as taxi drivers, but Jose Tjurs 
probably i» the world's only multimillio- 
naire who started out as "an assistant 
cabbie." 


What did an assistant cabbie do? He 


got out and spun the hand crank to start 
the motor in the days before cars had 
self-starters. Today, at 71, Tjurs heads 
up a $26 million hotel empire. He is 
South America's leading hotel man, 
builder and operator of the Nacional Rio, 
the Cylindrical tower rising from Gavea 
Beach at Rio de Janeiro with 520 apart- 
ments and suites. He now controls eight 
hotels and is planning five others in- 
cluding a 200-room building at Iguassu 
Falls on Brazil's border with Paraguay. 


He visited New Yrok late in July as a 


scout for business interests trying to lure 
the 1973 convention of the American 
Society of Travel Agents to Rio. Tjurs 
company Is building a convention hall in 
Rio near the beach to handle meetings of 
up to 3,000 delegates. 


SON OP RUSSIAN immigrants who 


settled first in Buenos Aires, then in Rio, 
in the first decade of the century, Tjurs 
had an assortment of jobs between his 
days as cab driver's helper and his start 
in the innkeeping business in 1941. 


He worked as a stevedore and peddled 


fult in the streets from a pushcart. Pick- 
ing up languages in the streets, he saw 
possibilities in the travel business and 
began organizing vacation tours between 
Brazil and Argentina. He also ran a beer 
hall and for a time had a job managing a 


touring all girls' band modeled on Phil 
Spitalny's famed Ail-Girl band in the 
United States. 


By 1941, he had saved $10,000 and mas- 


tered six languages, He leased an apart- 
ment building in Sao Paulo, which some- 
times is called Brazil's Chicago, refur- 
bished it into a hotel and was on his way 
to becoming a multi-millionair. 


His Nacional Rio with its setting be- 


tween the ocean and the mountains, its 
unique design by famed Brazilian archi- 
tect Oscar Niemayer, its golf course, 
swimming pools, modern decor and Eu- 
ropean style service, is regarded as Bra- 
zil's most advanced hostelry. 


TJURS SAID that whatever one may 


think about Brazil's present military ori- 
ented government, it has brought to the 
republic stability and a soundly based 
economic boom. 


The Brazilian gross national product 


has been growing faster than at any time 
in the country's history, he said. The 1971 
growth was 12 per cent and, unlike some 
other Latin American lands, Brazil is 
hospitable to American investment and 
Brazilians like Americans. 


Americans comprise about half the 


tourists who visit Rio de Janeiro, he 
said, and the rest come from the Brazi- 
lian hinterland, other Latin countries and 
Europe. He said Brazil's tourist business 
has been hampered in the past by the 
Country's old-fashioned hotel industry, 
"There were only a handful of first class 
hotels in the whole country, which is big- 
ger in area than the United States. Since 
it is winter in Brazil when it's summer in 
America, we ought to get many more 
winter visitors from the United States." 


Tough Federal Standards Create Boom

The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago

the remainder of the year, President 
Nixon announced recently. The intent is 
to hold domestic meat prices down by 
increasing total available supplies.

were authorized, but only 1.11 billion 
pounds were imported. 


In March of this year, meat import 


quotas were increased 7 per cent from 
last year's level, bringing'the authorized 
1972 total to 2.24 billion pounds. Meat im- 
ports so far this year are reported to be 
ahead of the 1971 rate but slightly under 
the present quota limit. 


Australia, New Zealand, Canada, Ire-

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basis — and that's what has happened in 
the Denver-based group of Financial 
Programs funds — is significant news 
for mutual fund investors. 


It's the biggest switch so far in a trend 


toward dropping the sales charge, or 
"load," and converting load funds to no- 
load operations. And the trend, if Donald 
C. Campbell is right, has the makings of 
a flood tide that's going to sweep away 
millions of dollars in sales "loads" that 
have been coming out of investors' pock- 
ets. 


Campbell, chief executive officer of the 


Financial Programs group of four funds 
said in announcing the conversion to no- 
load that "a long and thorough analysis 
of mutual fund industry trends" con- 
vinced the funds' directors that "no- 
loads" will ultimately dominate the in- 
dustry. 


SINCE 1967, the number of no-load 


funds has grown from 61 to 160, but the 
load funds still hold about 92 per cent of 
total mutual fund assets. The commis- 
sion charged buyers by the load funds is 
typically 8.5 per cent. It has come under 
repeated criticism, from 
sources in- 


cluding the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, as being too high — but the 
criticism hasn't resulted in the load 
being lightened. 


Now investors themselves appear to be 


accomplishing what criticism couldn't. 
The load funds, in recent months, have 
experienced net losses, with redemptions 
exceeding sales. No-load funds, by con- 
trast, have as a group been prospering 
and enjoying healthy sales. 


There's only one possible explanation 


for this state of affairs People who in- 
vest in mutual funds have grown too so- 


phisticated to donate 8,5 per cent of their 
investment money to a sales organiza- 
tion, when they can buy shares else- 
where without paying the commission. 


"Investors are becoming as unwilling 


to pay a sales load on a mutual fund as 
they would be to pay a fee to open a sav- 
ings account," says James 0. Richards, 
executive vice-president of Financial 
Programs and its marketing director. 


It's not just the initial load that hurts 


so much, Richards pointed out, as the 
compounded effect at the end of several 
years A $10,000 investment in a load 
fund, for example, has $850 taken "off 
the top" for the sales charge, and only 
$9,150 is actually working as invested 
money. 


IN ONE FUND for which we have fig- 


ures, a $10,000 investment (minus load) 
on Feb. 1, 1960, would have been worth 
$34,631 at last year's end If this had 
been a no-load fund, with the full $10,000 
appreciating over the same period, the 
share value would have been $37,862. 


Thus the cost of the investor of buying 


into this load fund was not just $850, but 
$3,231. 


Though increasing numbers of load 


funds have been switching to no-load op- 
erations — 15 or 16 in just the past year 
— Financial Programs is the largest 
fund complex thus far to make the con- 
version. It is now the third largest fund 
group in the no-load field — and the 
switch meant dispensing with a 1,200- 
man sales force. 


How, then, are these funds going to 


market their shares in the future? That 
constitutes more interesting, and signifi- 
cant, news for investors — the subject of 
our next column.

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Big Money In Anti-Pollution Device?'

NEW YORK (U P I)—There may be 
rich men who can boast they got their 
starts as taxi drivers, but Jose Tjurs 
probably is the world’s only multimillio­ 
naire who started out as “ an assistant 
cabbie.” 
What did an assistant cabbie do? He 
got out and spun the hand crank to start 
the motor in the days before cars had 
self-starters. Today, at 71, Tjurs heads 
up a $25 million hotel empire. He is 
South America’s leading hotel man, 
builder and operator of the Nacional Rio, 
the Cylindrical tower rising from Gavea 
Beach at Rio de Janeiro with 520 apart­ 
ments and suites. He now’ controls eight 
hotels and is planning five others in­ 
cluding a 200-room building at Iguassu 
Falls on Brazil’s border with Paraguay. 


He visited New Yrok late in July as a 
scout for business interests trying to lure 
the 1973 convention of the American 
Society of Travel Agents to Rio. Tjurs 
company is building a convention hall in 
Rio near the beach to handle meetings of 
up to 3,000 delegates. 
SON OF RUSSIAN immigrants who 
settled first in Buenos Aires, then in Rio, 
in the first decade of the century, Tjurs 
had an assortment of jobs between his 
days as cab driver’s helper and his start 
in the innkeeping business in 1941. 
He worked as a stevedore and peddled 
fuit in the streets from a pushcart. Pick­ 
ing up languages in the streets, he saw 
possibilities in the travel business and 
began organizing vacation tours between 
Brazil and Argentina. He also ran a beer 
hall and for a time had a job managing a 


touring all girls’ band modeled on Phil 
Spitalny’s famed All-Girl band in the 
United States. 
By 1941, he had saved $10,000 and mas­ 
tered six languages. He leased an apart­ 
ment building in Sao Paulo, which some­ 
times is called Brazil’s Chicago, refur­ 
bished it into a hotel and was on his way 
to becoming a multi-millionair. 
His Nacional Rio with its setting be­ 
tween the ocean and the mountains, its 
unique design by famed Brazilian archi­ 
tect Oscar Niemayer, its golf course, 
swimming pools, modern decor and Eu­ 
ropean style service, is regarded as Bra­ 
zil’s most advanced hostelry. 
TJURS SAID that whatever one may 
think about Brazil’s present military ori­ 
ented government, it has Drought to the 
republic stability and a soundly based 
economic boom. 
The Brazilian gross national product 
has been growing faster than at any time 
in the country’s history, he said. The 1971 
growth was 12 per cent and. unlike some 
other Latin American lands, Brazil is 
hospitable to American investment and 
Brazilians like Americans. 
Americans comprise about half the 
tourists who visit Rio de Janeiro, he 
said, and the rest come from the Brazi­ 
lian hinterland, other Latin countries and 
Europe. He said Brazil’s tourist business 
has been hampered in the past by the 
Country’s old-fashioned hotel industry, 
“ There were only a handful of first class 
hotels in the whole country, which is big­ 
ger in area than the United States. Since 
it is winter in Brazil when it’s summer in 
America, we ought to get many more 
winter visitors from the United States.”

Federal Reserve Reports 


Meat Quotas, Trade Deficit 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 
reported in its recent issue of the Inter­ 
national Newsletter on meat * import 
quotas and the U.S. trade deficit. 
Import quotas on meat were lifted for 
the remainder of the year. President 
Nixon announced recently. The intent is 
to hold domestic meat prices down by 
increasing total available supplies. In 
1971, meat imports of 1.16 billion pounds 
were authorized, but only 1.11 billion 
pounds were imported. 


In March of this year, meat import 
quotas were increased 7 per cent from 
last year’s level, bringing the authorized 
1972 total to 2.24 billion pounds. Meat im­ 
ports so far this year are reported to be 
ahead of the 1971 rate but slightly under 
the present quota limit. 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, Ire­ 
land. and Mexico are the major U.S. sup­ 
pliers of imported beef and lamb. Sup-

basis — and that’s what has happened in 
the Denver-based group of Financial 
Programs funds — is significant news 
for mutual fund investors. 


It’s the biggest switch so far in a trend 
toward dropping the sales charge, or 
“ load,” and converting load funds to no- 
load operations. And the trend, if Donald 
C. Campbell is right, has the makings of 
a flood tide that's going to sweep away 
millions of dollars in sales “ loads” that 
have been coming out of investors’ pock­ 
ets. 


Campbell, chief executive officer of the 
Financial Programs group of four funds 
said in announcing the conversion to no- 
load that “ a long and thorough analysis 
of mutual fund industry trends” con­ 
vinced the funds’ directors that “ no- 
loads” will ultimately dominate the in­ 
dustry. 


SINCE 1967, the number of no-load 
funds has grown from 61 to 160, but the 
load funds still hold about 92 per cent of 
total mutual fund assets. The commis­ 
sion charged buyers by the load funds is 
typically 8.5 per cent. It bas come under 
repeated criticism, from sources in­ 
cluding the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, as being too high — but the 
criticism hasn’t resulted in the load 
being lightened. 


Now7 investors themselves appear to be 
accomplishing what criticism couldn't. 
The load funds, in recent months, have 
experienced net losses, with redemptions 
exceeding sales. No-load funds, by con­ 
trast. have as a group been prospering 
and enjoying healthy sales. 


There’s only one possible explanation 
for this state of affairs. People who in­ 
vest in mutual funds have grown too so­ 


phisticated to donate 8.5 per cent of their 
investment money to a sales organiza­ 
tion, when they can buy shares else­ 
where without paying the commission. 


“ Investors are becoming as unwilling 
to pay a sales load on a mutual fund as 
they’ would be to pay a fee to open a sav­ 
ings account,” says James O. Richards, 
executive vice-president of 
Financial 
Programs and its marketing director. 


It’s not just the initial load that hurts 
so much, Richards pointed out, as the 
compounded effect at the end of several 
years. A $10,000 investment in a load 
fund, for example, has $850 taken “ off 
the top” for the sales charge, and only 
$9,150 is actually working as invested 
money. 


IN ONE FUND for wThich we have fig­ 
ures, a $10,000 investment (minus load) 
on Feb. I, 1960. would have been worth 
$34,631 at last year’s end. If this had 
been a no-load fund, with the full $10,000 
appreciating over the same period, the 
share value would have been $37,862. 
Thus the cost of the investor of buying 
into this load fund was not just $850, but 
$3,231. 


Though increasing numbers of load 
funds have been switching to no-load op­ 
erations — 15 or 16 in just the past year 
— Financial Programs is the largest 
fund complex thus far to make the con­ 
version. It is now7 the third largest fund 
group in the no-load field — and the 
switch meant dispensing with a 1,200- 
man sales force. 


How, then, are these funds going to 
market their shares in the future? That 
constitutes more interesting, and signifi­ 
cant, news for investors — the subject of 
our next column.

THE U.S. foreign trade deficit in May 
improved over the near-record April fig­ 
ure.

Ex­ 
ports, also at the third highest level on 
record, were at an annual rate of $47.0 
billion, 4.1 per cent above April but only 
3.5 per cent over a year ago. 
The resulting annual-rate trade deficit 
of $6.6 billion for May brought the cu­ 
mulative deficit for the first five months 
of 1972 to $2.8 billion. At this time last 
year, the United States had a trade sur­ 
plus of $7.5 million. 
The Commerce Department reported 
that shipments of agricultural com­ 
modities and aircraft led the export gain. 
Imports of consumer goods reportedly 
declined but were offset by increased im­ 
ports of industrial supplies and food.

ANTWERP, 1920 - A large number of 


American athletes, led by Dan Aherne, 
world record holder in the triple jump, 
"mutinied" against the American Olym- 
pic Committee at Antwerp. The city had 
been bombed so severely in the war that 
no hotel accommodations were available. 


In protest against the crammed quar- 


ters on board the liner which was an- 
chored just off the city and against the 
poor food which was being provided for 


them, they marched off the ship, took 
quarters in the city and refused to com- 
pete unless better amenities were pro- 
vided. 


They were promptly suspended by the 


American Olympic Committee. However, 
following intervention by other members 
of the team and the promise that all 
their complaints would be examined, 
they returned to the ship and an uneasy 
peace was restored.• 
• 


This Game marked the debut of Paavo 


Nurmi (Finland), destined to become one 
of the greatest heroes of modern Olym- 
pic history. Although the unsmiling Finn, 
who always raced with a stop watch in 
his hand, was beaten in his first Olympic 
race — he was nipped at the tape in the 
5 , 0 0 0 meters by Joseph Guillemot 
(France) — he came back to win the 
10,000 meters and to lead Finland to vic- 
tory in the 10,000-meter cross-country 
event.

ANTWERP, 1920 — A large numlxr of 
American athletes, led by Dan Alterne, 
world record holder in the triple jump, 
“ mutinied” against the American Olym­ 
pic Committee at Antwerp. The city had 
been bombed so severely in the war that 
no hotel accommodations were available. 
In protest against the crammed quar­ 
ters on board the liner which was an­

'Push Prisoner Issue' 


It has been well over a year since the 


Arlington Heights Independence Day Pa- 
rade, "Freedom, Our Heritage'' clashed 
with the John Birch Society's POW Iloat, 
"Freedom, Let's Make It Their Heritage 
Too.'' I have since read numerous books, 
some written by former POVV's as Major 
James N. Rowe's "Five Years to Free- 
dom" and Commander Lloyd Bucher's 
"My Story." along with other war-re- 
lated stories such as "Patton," "Amer- 
ica is in Danger,1' "Good Men Die." 
"Again, May God Forgive Us," "Behind 
the Scenes in Viet Nam," "Brainwash- 
ing" and "The USS Pueblo." My concern 
f(.r the future of our POW-MIA's increas- 
es after reading each book. 


The most publicity favoring our POW- 


MIA's is the wearing of a POW-MIA 
bracelet which can be obtained from sev- 
eral POW organizations throughout the 
country. The safe return of these men is 
one common issue that both liberals and 
conservatives share, and which is the 
only conclusion on which there is mutual 
agreement. My concern increases be- 
cause, omitting details if the broad ex- 
panse from liberal to conservative opin- 
ion strongly supports at least the Inter- 
nation Red Cross" intervention in behalf 
of our captured and missing servicemen, 
why has this issue escaped the moral re- 
sponsibility of this nation and what ac- 
tion have our elected representatives ac- 


tually taken? Both President Nixon and 
Senator McGovern promise to include 
the POW issue in negotiations. We have 
been "negotiating" for 45 months; its has 
not helped our POW's and MIA's, but 
has only prolonged their agony and the 
agonies of their families. The North Viet- 
namese state that they are holding "war 
criminals." 


I assume that before November, 1972, 


all issues except the POW-MIA question 
will be scttleu, and again, as in Korea, 
our captured and missing servicemen 
will be forgotten for decades by the citi- 
zens of their own country. I believe it to 
be disgusting that we must settle for the 
hollow promises of office-holding and of- 
ficp-seeking politicians. With the up- 
coming elections, why not make it your 
personal duty and individual obligation 
to write to your representatives and sen- 
ators in support of our POW's and 
MIA's. Unfortuanately, you will discover 
that past the rhetoric, absolutely no posi- 
tive action is being taken nor is planned 
for the future. To avoid the bitter dis- 
appointments in store for the families of 
POW-MIA's is your responsibility as 
much as it is mine. 


The parting of mutural agreement be- 


tween liberal and conservative occurs in 
the action to be taken. President Nixon 
has voiced concern, as a matter of 
record, that the North Vietnamese have 
still held 15,000 French POW's for the 


past 15 to 20 years. Withdrawal and ne- 
gotiations have yet to help the impiis- 
oned Frenchmen, yet Nixon still relies on 
a negotiated settlement. McGovern has 
publicly offered to go to Hanoi after elec- 
tion and beg for the release of our 
POW's. If that isn't political hay, what's 
stopping him from going now? Governor 
WsJlace shares my view that if you 
strongly desire an honest account of our 
missing servicemen, you'd stand a better 
chance of receiving it by repatriating 
them yourself. 


If you havenot personally voiced your 


opinion to your representatives, you are 
a part of the callous indifferent for whom 
our servicemen suffer. When was the last 
time our gullible, silent majority de- 
manded to be truly represented? Again, 
may God forgive you if you don't have 
the time.

Schlickman Quotes Kurland On ERA 


On July 10, a letter from a Chicagoan, 


Ms. Carolyn H Krause, was published by 
you. In her letter, Ms. Krause took issue 
with statements on the proposed Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA), which I pre- 
viously had made. 


A major point made by Ms. Krause is 


that the Report of the President's Task 
Force on Women's Rights and Responsi- 
bilities stated that by ratification of 
ERA, the burden of providing the reason- 
ableness of disparate treatment on the 
basis of sex would shift to the Federal 
and state governments. 


Not wanting to respond on the basis of 


personal opinion alone, I communicated 
with Professor Philip B. Kurland of the 
University of Chicago Law School. Prof. 
Kurland has the reputation of being the 
outstanding constitutional law authority 
in Illinois. 


Prof. Kurland in direct response to Ms. 


Krause's statements commented as fol- 
lows: 


"The statement from the President's 


Task Force report is wishful thinking 
rather than reasoned argument. Of 
course, the Court can hold that classifi- 
cation by sex is a suspect category which 
requires justification by the State. That 
is true under the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. It should be no less true under the 
Equal Rights Amendment. But neither 


Amendment compels such a reading, the 
latter no more than the former. Whether 
the Court as presently constituted would 
afford such a construction to either 
Amendment is highly dubious. It is pos- 
sible but not necessary. In any event 
here, as elsewhere, the Equal Rights 
Amendment would add nothing to the 
present constituional status of women."

Unfortuanately, you will discover 
that past the rhetoric, absolutely no posi­ 
tive action is being taken nor is planned 
for the future. To avoid the bitter dis­ 
appointments in store for the families of 
POW-MIA's is your responsibility as 
much as it is mine. 
The parting of mutural agreement be­ 
tween liberal and conservative occurs in 
the action to be taken. President Nixon 
has voiced concern, as a matter of

On July IO, a letter from a Chicagoan, 
Ms. Carolyn H. Krause, w7as published by 
you. In her letter, Ms. Krause took issue 
with statements on the proposed Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA), which I pre­ 
viously had made. 
A major point made by Ms. Krause is 
that the Report of the President’s Task 
Force on Women’s Rights and Responsi­ 
bilities stated that by ratification of 
ERA, the burden of providing the reason­ 
ableness of disparate treatment on the 
basis of sex would shift to the Federal 
and state governments. 
Not wanting lo respond on the basis of 
personal opinion alone. I communicated 
with Professor Philip B. Kurland of the 
University of Chicago Law School. Prof. 
Kurland has the reputation of being the 
outstanding constitutional law7 authority 
in Illinois. 
Prof. Kurland in direct response to Ms. 
Krause’s statements commented as fol­ 
lows: 
“The statement from the President’s 
Task Force report is wishful thinking 
rather 
than 
reasoned 
argument. 
Of 
course, the Court can hold that classifi­ 
cation by sex is a suspect category which 
requires justification by the State. That 
is true under the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment. It should be no less true under the 
Equal Rights Amendment. But neither 


Amendment compels such a reading, the 
latter no more than the former. Whether 
the Court as presently constituted would 
afford such a construction to either 
Amendment is highly dubious. It is pos­ 
sible but not necessary. In any event 
here, as elsewhere, the Equal Rights 
Amendment would add nothing to the 
present constituional status of women.”

To Be Financial 
Boon: Developer 


Developers of the Devon-53 housing 


project, in a meeting last Thursday with 
representatives 
of 
local 
government 


agencies, contended

opment would be a financial windfall for 
local governments. 


Devon-33 is a 267-acre project involving 


four developers using a common plan. 
The project wilt eventually have more 
than 6,400 apartment dwellings and 91 
single-family dwellings.

The first is immediately east of 1-90 on 
Devon.

Opinions Vary 
On Project

Donnie Rudd. School Dist. 54 mem-

Most of the 
apartments would be one bedroom and 
efficiency apartments. 


Battles said that the project was tenta- 


tively planned to take eight years to 
complete. The developers hope to start 
groundbreaking next spring. 


When completed, the project will have 


a market value of $160 million and an 
assessed tax value of almost $90 million 


BASED ON current tax rates, the com- 


pleted project will bring an aggregate 
$4.6 million to four school districts, 
$237.500 to the Elk Grove Park District, 
$126,000 to the Elk Grove Village Public 
Library and $100,000 back to the village 
from sales tax on retail sales from stores 
in the complex. 


In addition, the developers, in com- 


pliance with village policy, are donating 
10 per cent of land, or approximately 27 
acres, to the village 
Charles Zettek, 


president of the village board, said that 
most of this land would go to the park 
district if the district wanted to accept 
the land. Some of the donation may be 
used for a school site and a fire station 


Battles said the development would 


eventually bring an estimated population 
of 13,000 into the village, if annexation 
was approved. 
About 
1,000 
children 


would be included in the total 13,000. 


Battles stressed that the project was 


planned, "not abruptly, but over a period 
of years." Building would be done on all 
sites simultaneoulsy. 


The children will attend school in ele- 


mentary districts 54 and 59 and high 
school districts 214 and 211.

Tire That Killed 3 Kids Was Arson' 


A police detective and a state arson 


investigator both testified Friday that 
the May 12 fire in Hoffman Estates that 
killed three children was deliberately 
set. 


The testimony came during a Cook 


County coroner's inquest into the deaths 
of Stephanie, Robert and Todd Gahan, 
who died in a fire in their home at 129 
Des Flames Ln., Hoffman Estates All 
three children were under the age of 10. 


The coroner's jury concluded from the 


information presented at the inquest "the 
cause of death cannot be lifted as acci- 
dental or homicidal." They ruled the 
cause undetermined 


DET. RON Sperandeo of the Hoffman 


Estates Police Department said he be- 
lieves "violence and foul play" were'in- 
volved in the fire. 


Roger Button of the state fire mar- 


shal's office testified the fire definitely 
was arson 


Button agreed with Sperandeo that foul 


play was involved in the incident 


An examination of the one-story frame 


house revealed that at least two fires had 


been set and that some type of acceler- 
ant was used. These explain the intense 
heat and flames which hampered fire- 
fighters' attempts to rescue the young- 
sters, he said. 


Both men said there is a prime suspect 


in the fire, and the investigation, which 
now has been conducted for more than 10 
weeks, is continuing.

tional Convention to support GOP candi- 
dates in November. 


Mikva, who often received louder ap- 


plause after his responses than did 
Young and seemed to have more of his 
supporters in the high school auditorium, 
said in response to a question that he 
does not support incumbent State's Atty. 
Edward Hanrahan. 


HE SAID he wished Hanrahan would 


have had the "sensitivity" to take a 
leave of absence after being indicted in 
connection with the events that followed 
the 1969 Black Panther raid.

Preschoolers 
To Be Screened 


Preschool children ages three and four 


will be screened in Dist. 21 this year to 
find which ones are handicapped, and to 
what extent they may need extra help. 


The Dist. 21 school board Thursday 


night approved a screening plan drawn 
up by Donald Brown, director of person- 
nel. 


The plan meets state requirements list- 


ed in House Bill 322-323. 


Brown said his plan will meet the re- 


quirements of the law but leave some 
flexibility for change once the program 
gets started. 


The system will include a preliminary 


registration form, a nurse's interview 
and a questionnaire to determine a 
child's abilities and handicaps. The Dist. 
21 director of special education, the 
school psychologist, a social worker and 
a nurse will be involved in the studies. 


DIST. 21 PRESENTLY has its own se- 


quential program for ochool-age, edu- 
cable mentally handicapped 
children, 


and has a joint agreement with the 
Northwest Suburban Special Education 
Organization 
for 
trainable 
mentally 


handicapped, deaf and hard-of-hcaring 
children. 


Kids May Not 
Have Long Walk 
o 


With the cooperation of Levitt and 


Sons. Inc., Buffalo Grove may.be able to 
save children in the Twisted Oak Lane 
area a long walk to school when the pro- 
posed school on Penny Lane opens. 


Levitt has agreed to grant the village 


an easement for access through two lots 
on Twisted Oak Lane, allowing the vil- 
lage to either extend the west end of that 
street to Arlington Heights Road or to 
construct a cement walkway for pedes- 
trian and bicycle traffic. 


The village board is scheduled to dis- 


cuss plans for Twisted Oak Lane at a 
workshop meeting at 8 o'clock tonight in 
the village hall. 


AT PREVIOUS board meetings, resi- 


dents in the area have expressed the fear 
that extending Twisted Oak Lane may 
cause heavy traffic and speeding. 


Also on the agenda of tonight's meeting 


is the presentation of a report on pro- 
posed water system improvements in 
Buffalo Grove, by village engineer Ar- 
nold Seaberg. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson said the re- 


port outlines overall water system needs, 
immediate water storage requirements 
and types of water storage facilities that 
may be utilized. 


To provide for expanding village popu- 


lation. Larson said it is important that 
the trustees give Seaberg the necessary 
engineering authorization within the next 
year for the design of water storage fa- 
cilities, the reaipr of well No. one and 
the installation of a water main along 
Dundee Road. 


The trustees will review Seaberg's re- 


port and discuss water system improve- 
ments planned for the next three years, 
along with water system alternatives. 


The new program will help identify 


children with the above .afflictions, plus 
children with learning disabilities, lan- 
guage development problems or any other 
types of handicaps which deviates sig- 
nificantly from normal, Brown said. He 
estimated that 60-70 children might be in- 
volved, in Dist. 21. 


Brown has included in the plan an 


evaluation at mid-year, to see what is 
and isn't working, and to develop a mod- 
el program within the district for thor- 
ough observation, in order to plan a full 
program for the 1973-74 school year. 


Staff members already in Dist. 21 will 


be utilized in the program, as well as 
aides and volunteers. 


Program planning for each child will 


be based on the results of each in-depth 
study, according to the plan. If, after the' 
in-depth review, a child seems to be de- 
veloping within the normal range in so- 
cial, emotional, language and motor 
function, no program will be offered. 
Each case will be reviewed within one 
year. 


SOME CHILDREN may be placed in 


special facilities, such as the Samuel A. 
Kirk Developmental Training Center, 
and a program will be developed within 
the district for children whose handicaps 
are primarily in speech and language. 


The entire new program is geared to- 


ward involving three and four-year-old 
handicapped children in the school dis- 
trict programs — children who have pre- 
viously been outside a normal elementa- 
ry school scope. 


The Dist. 21 program will encourage 


parent participation. Home-school inter- 
action will be created through regularly 
scheduled 
parent-staff 
conferences at 


least once each six weeks. Brown said 
the program will also work in coopera- 
tion with existing community agencies in 
related areas.

Omni-House: 'Place For All9

There is a two-story building at 516 N. 


Milwaukee Ave., Wheeling, with signs in 
front reading "Sand Pounders, Inc." The 
front of the building is deserted and 
needs a good cleaning. 


However, on the top floor, all is activi- 


ty and preparation. Omni-House Youth 
Services Bureau is readying the building 
for community service. 


Omni-House means "a place for every- 


one." The basic purpose of Omni-House 
is to provide alternatives to the juvenile 
justice system. The workers want to give 
adolescents an opportunity for creative 
solutions to their problems. 


This doesn't mean juvenile offenders 


will necessarily get out of a jail sentence 
if they've committed crimes. If the youth 
shows a desire to change, this could hap- 
pen. The main idea is to use Omni-House 
as a referral service, a sort of launching 
pad. 


THEY'VE HAD A hotline for a while, 


providing referral service to counselors 
and agencies over the phone. Now the 
Gyration is expanding to include pro- 
grams and counselors right at the build- 
ing. 


Omni-House workers plan to work with 


three groups — police and school repre- 
sentatives, 
Out-Reach 
workers, 
and 


youth service groups. The police and 
schools will aid in finding juveniles who 
need help, providing work programs for 
them, tutoring, etc. 


Out-Reach is a group that goes into the 


community to find individuals who are 
potentially delinquent. They will then try 
to develop programs to give the juveniles 
a better way to use their time. 


Different youth groups will try to in- 


volve potential delinquents in ecoloey 
groups, theater groups, auto mehanic 
groups, or whatever their interests might 
be. 


The new executive -director for the 


youth service bureau, Peter Digre, said 
many adolescents call the hot line with 
personal problems, and many of them 
are just bored because they have nothing 
constructive to do. 


Suppose, a boy calls who is generally 


disgusted with life and has turned to 
delinquent activities as something to do. 


"The first thing we do is have him 


come in and rap. We ask him, 'Where 
are you hurting?1 " said Digre. 


THE COUNSELORS then decide if the 


boy is serious about making changes in 
his behavior. They then find what his 
goals are — he may be interested in hold- 
ing a job. The counselors then set up a 
program to help him get a job. Each 
program, which lasts about two months 
on the average, is tailor made to the per- 
son's ambitions and desires. 


If the person is confused, perhaps the 


goal is helping him find a direction. He 
might be given aptitude tests and voca- 
tional interest tests. 


Omni-House will 
be working with 


Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, and Prospect 
Heights youth commissions, the TORCH 
•mental health center, project HELP, and 
other service oriented groups. 


"We're not creating something new; 


we're 
acting 
to coordinate 
all 
the 


agencies already working," said Digre. 
The Omni-House has about 45 volunteers 
helping out, and Digre said he's never 
seen such an amazing and dedicated 
group. 


THE BUILDING HAS unlimited poten- 


tial, Digre said. It has several small 
rooms for counselors, the room for the 
hotline, a small room for very personal 
problems coming in on the hotline, a 
large room for group counseling, office 
space, and a medium-size kitchen for 
making people feel at home. 


Digre is in charge of coordinating ev- 


erything, and hopes to have the building 
ready for visitors by Labor Day. He has 
' only been working with Omni-House for a 
month, but has done work with juveniles 
all his life. 


Digre is a native of St. Paul, Minn. He 


came to this area in 1967 and worked 
with the YMCA while working for a de- 
gree in theology and counseling. 


Although he is not ordained, he consid- 


ers youth work a "ministry." His wife 
Pat is a social worker hi Lake County. 
His job is to "help the kids who really 
need it," and'serve as a liaison between 
adults and adolescents with nowhere to 
go or nothing to do. 


Motorists 
Immune To 
Ambulances?

In an age when tow trucks, Civil De- 


fense 
vehicles, 
highway construction 


trucks and even garbage trucks have 
flashing lights, are drivers becoming im- 
mune to the flashing lights on ambu- 
lances? 


The fire chiefs of Wheeling and Buffalo 


Grove think so. Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 
Wayne Winter says about one-third of the 
people on the road pay no attention to 
ambulances whatsoever. 


"Some people act like it's a real incon- 


venience for them to give an ambulance 
driver the right-of-way. Sometimes it's 
all a driver can do to get around them," 
said Whiter. 


But the chiefs agreed it's not always a 


driver's fault. With so many flashing 
lights all around, people begin viewing 
the lights as something other than an 
emergency situation. 


"People might not even see the lights 


in the daytime," said Roger Strieker, di- 
rector of public safety in Wheeling. "You 
might be looking at another light. It's 
like seeing the sun flash on a bumper, 
and while you're looking at that you miss 
a turn signal." 


WHEELING FIRE Chief Bernie Koep- 


pen said many people can't hear the si- 
rens very well. More people now have 
their car windows rolled up because their 
air conditioning is on, and they have a 
radio or tape player going. "Our new si- 
ren helps, because the sound is more un- 
usual," said Koeppen. 


"People are so used to noise that when 


we put the siren on it's like crying 
'wolf,'" said Winter. The ambulance 
drivers are trying to get away from us- 
ing sirens unless it's an emergency. In 
some cases the police also would be 
called to block intersections so the ambu- 
lance wouldn't have-to stop. 


Winter said traveling to Northwest 


Community Hospital usually takes 
an 


ambulance about 10 minutes. With police 
blocking intersections for them, it only 
takes five to seven minutes. 


Many people who try to get out of an 


approaching ambulance's way have no- 
whee to go. "I wouldn't blame someone 
for not wanting to pull off on the .shoul- 
der of Dundee Road after a rain," said 
Winter. "He'd need a tow truck to get 
out." 


Ambulances usually travel at the speed 


limit and slow down or stop at red lights, 
since speeding only saves a few seconds 
and is more risky. Their worst problem 
is at four-lane intersections. The out- 
side lanes will see the ambulance and 
yield the right-of-way, but the inside 
lanes don't. Neither {ire department has 
had an accident because of this yet, but 
most ambulance collisions happen this 
way. 


Some of the more dangerous inter- 


sections for ambulance drivers are at Ar- 
lington Heights and Palatine Roads, and 
at Dundee Road at Milwaukee Avenue, 
Wolf Road or Rte. 83. The worst time of 
day is during rush hours from 3:30 to 7 
p.m., the chiefs say.

Homeowners Support Road Project

The Hillcrest Homeowners Association 


has reiterated its support of the con- 
troversial widening and paving of Willow 
Road through the Hillcrest Slough in 
Prospect Heights. 


The "Save the Slough Committee" and 


the Prospect Heights Park District have 
both opposed improvement of the road 
which divides the slough into its northern 
and southern half. 


The Cook County Highway Department 


has begun widening of the road and 
plans to pave it soon. 


Opponents of the project fear it will do 


more harm than good to the wetland 
area. They contend that the northern 
part of the slough would be much less 
polluted than it is now if the road was 
not there. Increasing soil erosion from 


the road, they say, along with a lack of 
flow between the two halves will only 
further pollute it. 


However, members of the Hillcrest 


group, who live in the area of the slough, 
have remained steadfastly in favor of the 
road through the slough. 


WHEN THE" COUNTY highway depart- 


ment barricaded the section last month, 
Hillcrest homeowners demanded they be 
taken down. 


"The road over the slough is not only a 


service to the community, it's a necessi- 
ty," said Jack Maloney, a spokesman for 
the Hillcrest Homeowners Association. 


Maloney mentioned the traffic con- 


gestion that would result on Hillcrest 
Drive, which runs parallel with the 
slough if the controversial piece of Wil- 
low Road was taken out. 


"Recently the county put a meter at 


the corner of Willow 
and 
Elmhurst 


roads. After a 24-hour period, the meter 
showed that 900 cars came and went on 
Willow." 


"Imagine how many of those cars 


would have come down Hillcrest, if Wil- 
low didn't go through." 


"Not only that," he said, "if there 


ever a fire and the fire trucks had to go 
all the way around Hillcrest Drive to gel 
to Wheeling Road, there could be a dis- 
aster." 


The homeowners have put forth a 


great deal of time and effort to keep the 
area clean and intact during the 15 years 
they have owned it, according to Malo- 
ney. He mentioned the time 
several 


years ago when 23 of the homeowners 
amassed a collection of over $8,000 in 
back taxes to keep from losing the area.

Rcliet! Tollway 
Bach To Normal 


Construction was completed Friday on 


the eastbotmd lanes of the Northwest 
Tollway. ending the three-month highway 
resurfacing project. 


Three lanes in both directions have 


been restored to normal, ulthough clean- 
up operations contninue today, according 
to Illinois Tollway officials. 


The eastbotmd Northwest Tollway, 


where only a single lane had been open 
for the past two weeks, was the last of 
the 22-mile resurfacing on the Tri-State 
and Northwest tollways to be finished. 
The work on the Tri-State Tollway ended 
moie than a week ago. 


Construction began Hay 2 on both toll 


systems. The Tri-State was resurfaced 
from Ogden Avenue to the juncture of 
the Northwest Tollway and the North- 
west Tollway from the Kennedy Inter- 
change to Meacham Road near Schaum- 
burg. 


Total cost of the work was $5,800,000. 
As this summer's tollway work ends, 


consideration is being given to expanding 
the Northwest Tollway from four to six 
lanes west of Meacham Road and the 
Tri-State Tollxvay from four to six lanes 
north of III. Rte. 13". 


Additional work next summer may be 


scheduled on the Tri-State between Har- 
lem Avenue and Interstate 55. 


Flood said. "The money offered by the 
village is unacceptable." 


As of late Friday afternoon, City Man- 


ager Berton G. Braun said he had not 
received any correspondence from the 
police association. 


"I've had difficulty reaching our attor-

$10,608 and maximum would be ?13,312. 


The village's four per cent offer, up 


from an original 
3V2 per cent, is the 


same amount given to other village em- 
ployes this year. 


Membership in the Palatine CCPA has

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Tire That Killed 
3 Kids Was Arson' 


A police detective and u state arson 


investigator both testified Friday that 
the May 12 fire in Hoffman Estates that 
killed three children was deliberately 
set. 


The testimony came during a Cook 


County coroner's inquest into the deaths 
of Stephanie, Robert and Todd Gahan, 
who died in a fire in their home at 129 
Des Plaines Ln., Hoffman Estates. All 
three children were under the age of 10. 


The coroner's jury concluded from the 


information presented at the inquest "the 
cause of death cannot be listed as acci- 
dental or homicidal." They ruled the 
cause undetermined. 


DET. RON Sperandeo of the Hoffman 


Estates Police Department said he be- 
lieves "violence and foul play" were in- 
volved in the fire. 


Roger Sutton of the state fire mar- 


shal's office testified the fire definitely 
was arson.

The 
examining physicians ruled death was 
caused by severe burns and asphyxia- 
tion.

Centex Homes Corp. has presented a 


preannexation plan to develop 236 acres 
west of the Winston Knolls subdivision 
along Algonquin and Freeman roads in 
Hoffman Estates.

tcndent who was the only representative 
from the school district present at a re- 
cent Hoffman Estates Plan Commission 
meeting raised several questions. 


Kiszka pointed out that part of the pro- 


posed development would be located in 
one school district and the remainder in 
another, creating problems for both dis- 
tricts. 


•The developers indicated they realized 


the problem but said in working with the 
terrain of the land it was difficult to 
come up with street boundaries that fol- 
lowed the district boundaries exactly. 


Kiszka also queried the developers 


about a contribution to the school dis- 
tricts and the extent of the contribution. 
The developers were directed to meet 
with district representatives to work this 
out. 


The board's site committee has estab- 


lished guidelines for builder's contribu- 
tions, said Kiszka. The guidelines call for 
a contribution of five acres of land and 
one additional acre for every 100 Ble- 
nt e n t a r y-age children. The guidelines 
also call for a $100 contribution for each 
bedroom in the development. 


Kiszka said he has been working with 


the developers from the beginning and 
about a year and a half ago they had 
expressed a willingness to donate a site 
to the district. 


Soil borings of the site found the land 


buildable but adjacent land designated 


for playground use was found to be in a 
retention basin. Ksizka asked the devel- 
opers if the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict would require the retention area 
and if the playground area could be 
moved to dry land. 


"Our school district is not just inter- 


ested in gaining land. We want approved 
land and buildable land," said Kiszka. 


According to the developers figures, 


the 
proposed 
project 
will 
generate 


$252,000 in revenue to Dist. 15. Based on 
a conservative estimate of 460 elementa- 
ry-age children (120 below the devel- 
oper's own estimates) it would cost the 
district $368,000 lo educate the children. 


Kiszka indicated a monetary contribu- 


tion by the developer would help over- 
come the tax lag from when the district 
receives the children and when the dis- 
trict gets tax funds from the project. 


DIST. 15 HAS a school site in the Win- 


ston Knolls subdivision and approval 
from voters to build a school on the site 
by 1974. 


Kiszka indicated the Winston Knolls 


school would not be adequate to handle 
the children from the adjacent devel- 
opment and another site is necessary. 
The Howie in the Hills housing devel- 
opment also is proposed nearby. 


Kiszka said Centex has been most co- 


operative with Dist. 15 in the past al- 
though it has limited contributions solely 
to school sites.

City, Fire Dist. 
Reach Agreement 
On Personnel 


Agreements on all major differences 


concerning 
fire department personnel 


have been reached by a city committee 
and the Rolling Meadows Fire Protection 
District trustees. 


Among the agreements is a plan to 


hire six new full-time firemen before the 
city assumes control and operation of the 
fire district. 


A plan also was suggested by Mayor 


Roland Meyer to explore the possibility 
of training city public works employes to 
serve as volunteer firemen. 


The agreements, which include mat- 


ters of salary, fringe benefits and paid 
on-call (volunteer) firemen, in addition to 
manpower, will all require city council 
approval. 


IK T1IKY GO THROUGH they appar- 


ently will solve the problems that have 
complicated the proposed merger 'of the 
fire district and the city. 


Meyer, who attended last Thursday's 


session along with City Trens, Bob Cole 
and Aid. Kenneth Retzke. said the agree- 
ments are satisfactory and said he hopes 
the council will approve them. 


Fire trustee Robert Ulbrich called the 


meeting "the best we've had" since the 
two groups began negotiating the merger 
in January. 


Basically, agreements were reached in 


the following major areas: 


—Manpower. If the Aug. 19 referen- 


dum that seeks to give the city the fire 
district's taxing authority passes, the 
city will subsidize the hiring of three full- 
time firemen as soon as possible. Imme- 
diately prior to the takeover of the 
district by the city — which now appears 
to be Jan. 1 — the city will hire three 
more full-time men, increasing the de- 
partment's strength to 18 full-time fire- 
fighters. 


—Salu'ies. 
Firemen presently em- 


ployed by the district will remain for a 
year on the salary schedule agreed upon 
between the firemen and the trustees.

All firemen now on the job will reach 
their top salary level and the rank of 
first class fireman, after-36 months. 


According to this plan, the present fire- 


men will be making slightly more than 
the city's policemen for the next year. In 
future years, the salary scales for fire- 
men and policemen will be equalized. 
Any fireman hired in the future will 
reach his top salary level in five years, 
which will also correspond with the po- 
lice department's format. 


—Voilunteers. Paid-on-call firemen will 


gel about S4.40 per hour. (They will be 
guaranteed at least one hour's pay when 
they respond to a call.) 


NEAR THE BEGINNING of Thurs- 


day's meeting, fire district President 
James Service stressed that the. trustees' 
main concern was to secure a com- 
mitment from the city that there would 
be more manpower for the fire depart- 
ment. 


Service said the question of additional 


manpower was "the big thing we've been 
harping and harping on, and we don't 
seem to get much satisfaction. We've 
never had enough men, and I don't think 
we've put that over to you poeple." 


Service said the city offer made about 


a month ago by the finance committee, 
to subsidize hiring three more men was 
not enough. 


Ulbrich said he thought "six 
men 


would give us an adequate start." 


Meyer then proposed that the city hire 


"three right now — as soon as the refer- 
endum goes through — then hire three 
more when the city takes over the de- 
partment, and then evaluate" how many 
additional men the department will need. 


According to Service, the city's com- 


mitment to hiring more men could help 
the referendum. "I think getting a com- 
mitment on upgrading the department • 
will have a lot of effect on the men in the 
department," he said. "If they don't feel 
they're getting a fair shake, they might 
fight it (the referendum)." 


He thought the commitment to increase 


manpower "would ease any pain they 
might experience" (in the merger). 


Meyer popped a small surprise when 


he brought up the possibility of training 
public works employes to serve as vol- 
unteer firemen, to further strengthen the 
manpower pool. 


"The city has 14 full-time men in pub- 


lic works that are on duty at all times 
during the day," he said. "The city could 
make it a condition of employment in 
public works that the men train 'X' 
times a month as volunteer firemen." 


THE PUBLIC WORKS crews would 


not collect paid-on-call firemen's wages 
in addition to their regular salaries be- 
cause they would only be on call during 
the day, when the fire department has 
difficulty finding volunteers to answer 
calls. 


Meyer said he thinks the council could 


set these rules for public works, and if a 
man "doesn't like it, he can find another 
job." He said this could be done without 
any additional cost to taxpayers. 


In other areas, .it appeared from Thurs- 


day's meeting that firemen will be fitted 
into the city's holiday and vacation 
schedules and insurance programs like 
all other city employes. 


'Fire That 
Killed 3 Kids 
Was Arson' 


A police detective and a state arson 


investigator both testified Friday that 
the May 12 fire in Hoffman Estates that 
killed three children was deliberately 
set. 


The testimony came during a Cook 


County coroner's inquest into the deaths 
of Stephanie, Robert and Todd Gahan, 
who died in a fire in their home at 129 
Des Plaines Ln., Hoffman Estates. All 
three children were under the age of 10. 


The coroner's jury concluded from the 


information presented at the inquest "the 
cause of death cannot be listed as acci- 
dental or homicidal." They ruled the 
cause undetermined. 


DET. RON Sperandeo of the Hoffman 


Estates Police Department said he be- 
lieves "violence and foul play" were in- 
volved in the fire. 


Roger Sutton of the state fire mar- 


shal's office testified the fire definitely 
was arson. 


Sutton agreed with Sperandeo that foul 


play was involved in the incident. 


An examination of the one-story frame 


house revealed that at least two fires had 
been set and that some type of acceler- 
|| ant was used. These explain the intense 
H 
heat and flames which hampered fire- 
fighters' attempts to rescue the young- 
sters, he said. 


Both men said there is a prime suspect 


in the fire, and the investigation, which 
now has been conducted for more than 10 
weeks, is continuing. 


THE SUSPECT'S eyewitness accounts 


of the fire and information supplied by 
other sources contained 
many 
con- 


.tradictions, they testified. 


The suspect's name, although revealed 


during the inquest, could not be released, 
according to court rules. 


Medical reports on the three deceased 


children all revealed more than 50 per 
cent carbon monoxide in their blood. The 
.examining physicians ruled death was 
caused by severe burns and asphyxia- 
tion. . 


Both Sperandeo and Sutton declined to 


reveal what further steps their in- 
vestigation might reveal. 


No charges have been filed in con- 


nection with the fire.

3-Month Construction Ends, Northwest Tollway Opens 


Construction was completed Friday on 


the eastbound lanes of the Northwest 
Tollway, ending the three-month highway 
resurfacing project. 


Three lanes in both directions have 


been restored 'to normal, although clean- 
up operations contninue today, according 
to Illinois Tollway officials. 


The 
eastbound 
Northwest Tollway, 


where only a single lane had been open 
for the past two weeks, was the last of 
the 22-mile resurfacing on the Tri-State 
and Northwest tollways to be finished. 
The work on the Tri-State Tollway ended 
more than a week ago. 


Construction began May 2 on both toll 


systems. The Tri-State was resurfaced 
from Ogden.Avenue to the juncture of 
the Northwest Tollway and the North- 
west Tullway from the Kennedy Inter- 
change to Meachani Road near Schaum- 
bui-g. 


Total cost of the work was $5,800,000. 
As this summer's tollway work ends, 


consideration is being given to expanding 
the Northwest Tollway from four to six 
lanes west of Meacham Road and the 
Tri-State Tollway from four to six lanes 
north of 111. Rte. 137. 


Additional work next summer may be 


scheduled on the Tri-State between Har- 
lem Avenue and Interstate 55.

Centex Plans Project 


Centex Homes Corp. has presented a 


preannexation plan to develop 236 acres 
west of the Winston Knolls subdivision 
along Algonquin and Freeman roads in 
Hoffman Estates. 


Approximately half of the 230 acres are 


within the Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 
15 boundaries. 


The proposed subdivision would con- 


tain three zoning classifications: Single- 
family detached, ownership townhouses 
and commercial. Plans call for approxi- 
mately 325 single-family houses and 618 
townhouses. 


CENTEX ESTIMATES total resident 


population at 3.837. Of these, 1,285 will be 
school-age children. 


Because the project crosses the bound- 


aries of Palatine and Barrington Town- 
ship. TOS children will attend elementary 
school Dist. 4 and High School Dist. 224 
in Barrington Township and 580 will at- 
tend Dist. 15 and High School Dist. 211 in 
Palatine Township. 


Joseph Kiszka, Dist. 15 deputy superin- 


tendent who was the only representative 
from the school district present at a re- 
cent Hoffman Estates Plan Commission 
meeting raised several questions. 


Kiszka pointed out that part of the pro- 


posed development would be located in 
one school district and the remainder in 
another, creating problems for both dis- 
tricts. 


The developers indicated they realized 


the problem but said in working with the 
terrain of the land it was difficult to 
come up with street boundaries that fol- 
lowed the district boundaries exactly. 


Kiszka also queried the developers 


about s contribution to the school dis- 
tricts and the extent of the contribution. 
The developers were directed to meet 
with district representatives to work this 
out. 


The board's site committee has estab- 


lished guidelines for builder's contribu- 


tions, said Kiszka. The guidelines call for 
a contribution of five acres of land and 
one additional acre for every 100 ele- 
m e n t a r y-age children. The guidelines 
also call for a $100 contribution for each 
bedroom in the development. 


Kiszka said he has been working with 


the developers from the beginning and 
about a year and a half ago they had 
expressed a willingness to donate a site 
to the district. 


Soil borings of the site found the land 


buildable but adjacent land designated 
for playground use was found to be in a 
retention basin. Ksizka asked the devel- 
opers if the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict would require the retention area 
and if the playground area could be 
moved to dry land. 


"Our school district is not just inter- 


ested in gaining land. We want approved 
land and buildable land," said Kiszka. 


According to the developers figures, 


the 
proposed 
project 
will 
generate 


$252,000 in revenue to Dist. 15. Based on 
a conservative estimate of 460 elementa- 
ry-age children (120 below the devel- 
oper's own estimates) it would cost the 
district $368,000 to educate the children. 


Kiszka indicated a monetary contribu- 


tion by the developer would help over- 
come the tax lag from when the district 
receives the children and when the dis- 
trict gets tax funds from the project. 


DIST. 15 HAS a school site in the Win- 


ston Knolls subdivision and approval 
from voters to build a school on the site 
by 1974. 


Kiszka indicated the Winston Knolls 


school would not be adequate to handle 
the children from the adjacent devel- 
opment and another site is necessary. 
The Howie in the Hills housing devel- 
opment also is proposed nearby. 


Kiszka said Centex has been most co- 


operative with Dist. 15 in the past al- 
though it has limited contributions solely 
to school sites. 


LWV Asks Council 
To Back Referendum 


Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland Meyer 


has reported receiving a letter from the 
Palatine Township League of Women 
Voters (LWV) asking the city council to 
endorse the League's proposed referen- 
dum on the question of maintaining town- 
sbip governing bodies. 


Meyer said no action has been taken 


by the council as yet. but he has asked 
the aldermen to consider taking a posi- 
tion on the referendum. 


He expects some city council action, 


possibly next month. 


According to Meyer, the city council 


should take a position on the issue of the 
possible dissolution of township govern- 
ment. He said he feels people in the city 
will be looking for guidance from the 
elected officials if the referendum ap- 


pears on the November general election 
ballot as the LWV hopes. 


"This is an important issue," he said, 


"and people have already been calling 
me asking what I think of it." 


If the LWV can get a spot on the No- 


vember ballot, they will ask voters in the 
township to indicate whether they feel 
township government should be retained. 


The LWV is circulating 80 petitions 


throughout the township, trying to get 
1,710 signatures necessary 
to get the 


township board of auditors to put the ref- 
erendum on the November ballot. 


They reportedly do not have all the sig- 


natures they need. The league is ex- 
pected to report Aug. 3 on the success of 
their signature-gathering campaign.

Judge Rules In Favor 
Of CTE On Back Taxes 


A Circuit Court judge ruled Friday the 


Chicago Thoroughbred Enterprises, Inc., 
which operates Washington and Arling- 
ton Park race tracks, does not owe the 
state $5.9 million in back parimutuel 
taxes, interest and penalties. 


Judge Earl Arkiss aid since the Illinois 


Racing Board dealt with Washington and 
Arlington as separate entities in assign- 
ing racing dates and licenses, they were 
to be taxed separately. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Herbert Caplan 


aruged CTE should have paid taxes on 
the combined parimutuel handle, the to- 
tal amount of money wagered, for both 
tracks in one lump sum. 


If the combined parimutuel handle 


were taxed as a unit, CTE would have to 
pay a tax at a rate of 9.5 per cent. CTE 
paid its taxes for the two tracks sepa- 
rately between 1966 and 1971 at a rate of 
8.75 per cent. 


Arkiss said there was a distinction be- 


tsveen willful tax evasion and tax avoi- 
dance through loop holes in the law. 


He said "It is the responsibility of the 


legislature to fill those loop holes and not 
the perogative of the courts. 


Caplan said he will appeal the ruling 


directly to the Illinois Supreme Court.

'Fire That Killed 3 Kids Was Arson 


A police detective and a state arson 


investigator both testified Friday that 
the May 12 fire in Hoffman Estates that 
killed three children was deliberately 
set. 


The testimony came during a Cook 


County coroner's inquest into the deaths 
of Stephanie, Robert and Totld Gahan, 
who died in a fire in their home at 129 
Des Plaines Ln.. Hoffman Estates. All 
three children were under the age of 10. 


The coroner's jury concluded from the 


information presented at the inquest "the 
cause of death cannot be listed as acci- 
dental or homicidal." They ruled the 
cause undetermined. 


DKT. RON Spcrandeo of the Hoffman 


Estates Police Department said he be- 
lieves "violence and foul play" were in- 
volved in the fire. 


Roger Sutton of the stale fire mar- 


shal's office testified the fire definitely 
was arson. 


Sutton agreed with Sperandeo that foul 


play was involved in the incident. 


An examination of the one-story frame 


house revealed that at least two fires had 
been set and that some type of acceler- 
ant was used. These explain the intense 
heat and flames which hampered fire- 
fighters' attempts to rescue the young- 
sters, he said. 


Both men said there is a prime suspect 


in the fire, and the investigation, which 
now has been conducted for more than 10 
weeks, is continuing.

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Open Series Of Debates 
Candidates Young, Mikva 
Divided On Busing Issue 


Congressional 
candidates 
Samuel 


Young and U.S. Rep, Abner Mikva, 
D-III., opened a series of campaign de- 
bates Friday night, differing on the issue 
of school busing and agreeing that mari- 
juana penalties should be reduced. 


Speaking to a standing room only au- 


dience of more than 600 persons at New 
Trier West High School, the two 10th Dis- 
trict contenders clashed most sharply 
over busing children to achieve school in- 
tegration. Young condemned "illogical 
busing" while Mikva called it "one of the 
great non-issues," 


"I believe busing is an illogical way of 


trying to answer the problem of trying to 
got a quality education for students,"

said Young, the Republican candidate 
who is an attorney from Glenview. The 
important thing, he said, is to assure 
quality education for all school children. 


"In my opinion, it's not the answer to 


quality schools or to quality education, so 
I oppose illogical busing," Young said. 


MtKA. WHO said busing "is not going 


to be the sollution" to education prob- 
lems, maintained, however, that the 
courts should not be hampered in their 
efforts to enforce integration orders un- 
der the U.S. Supreme Court's 1954 deci- 
sion banning segregation. 


"Busing is one of the tools that the 


courts must have in order to stop the 
practice of de jure (by law) segrega- 
tion.'1 he said. 


"I will not do a single thing as a mem- 


ber of Congress to undermine the capac- 
ity of the court to enforce that ruling," 


said Mikva, who moved to Evanston last 
year from Chicago to run for re-election 
in the new North Suburban 10th District. 


"As a matter of fundamental con- 


stiluional law, there's nothing v/e as 
members of Congress can do about it," 
he added. 


Their responses came to a question 


asking both candidates to give their posi- 
tions on busing students in or out of New 
Trier schools, Mikva said he saw no rea- 
son to suggest busing students out of 
New Trier schools, while Young said he 
is "also opposed to busing students into 
New Trier." 


The encounter was the first of some 14 


scheduled debates, including one Sept. 20

in Des Plaines, that will be held through- 
out the 10th District, which is made up of 
Maine, Niles, Evanston, New Trier and 
Northfield townships. 


BOTH MEN, When asked their opinions 


of a bill legalizing use of marijuana, in- 
dicated they would vote against it.

favored 


changes in marijuana laws. 


Young advocated laws providing differ' 


ent penalties for use of marijuana ant! 
for hard drugs. First offenders of mari- 
juana laws should be given the option of 
going to a drug counseling school, with 
their offense then being removed from 
their record, he said. 


Mikva said his opposition to legalized 


marijuana "does not imply in any way, 
shape or form that I favor the existing 
laws." He advocated reduced penalties 
for marijuana possession but said the 


law should continue to "come down hard 
on the commercial sale of marijuana or 
hashish." 


At several points during the debate, 


Young praised both President Nixon and 
U. S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., and in- 
dicated his support for their positions on 
a number of different issues. 


Young, who defeated County Commis- 


sioner Floyd Fulle of Des Plaines in the 
primary election, also invited Democrats 
offended by the ouster of Mayor Richard 
Daley's delegates at the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention to support GOP candi- 
dates in November. 


Mikva, who often received louder ap- 


plause after his responses than did 
Young and seemed to have more of his 
supporters in the high school auditorium, 
said in response to a question that he 
does not support incumbent State's Atty. 
Edward Hanrahan. 


HE SAID he wished Hanrahan would 


have had the "sensitivity" to take a 
leave of absence after being indicted in 
connection with the events that followed 
the 1969 Black Panther raid. Mikva de- 
clared that Hanrahan has an "awesome 
kind of gall" to run for reelection while 
under indictment. 


Young criticized Congress for failing to 


act on many of President Nixon's propos- 
als. The foreign aid, housing and welfare 
programs passed by the Democrat-con- 
trolled Congress haven't cured the prob- 
lems they were designed to solve, Young 
said." 


Proposals to cut defense spending 


"would be a disaster for the United 
States," said Young. He also said tax re- 
form measures favored by some Demo- 
crats "would turn this from a capitalistic 
country to a socialistic country." 


Young advocated welfare reforms and 


at one point said "a person on welfare in 
the United States has a better standard 
of living than three-fourths of the people 
of the whole world.."

3-Month Construction Ends,

Office of the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction praised many aspects of the 
district's vocational program when they 
visited Maine schools last February, they 
recommended that the district de-empha- 
size college preparatory courses for stu- 
dents in vocational programs, that an ad- 
ministrator in charge of vocational edu- 
cation be placed in the district office, 
that a formal student placement service 


be introduced and that teachers be more 
"innovative" in their teaching methods. 


OLIVER W. .BROWN, chairman of the 


business education program, said allow- 
ing the Office of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction to "dictate" to district 
officials is not worth the reimbursement 
the district's vocational programs re- 
ceive from 
the state. 
Although the 


amount of state aid varies from year to 
year, it usually exceeds $200,000. - 


Robert Cochrane, chairman of the dis- 


trict's industrial education program, dis- 
agreed that college preparatory courses 
such as physics, trigonometry and calcu- 
lus be eliminated from the vocational 
program. "Instead of de-emphasizing 
college prep we should try to strengthen 
all our courses," he said. 


Many students in the vocational pro- 


gram go on to college, said Chochrane, 
and they need these courses. Ninety per 
cent of last year's graduating class had 


taken a job skills course during high 
school, according to Merlin W. Schults, 
coordinator of .Pupil Personnel Services, 
and he said 73 per cent of the class en- 
tered college or trade school following 
graduation.

Michael Myers, Dist. 207 admini?- 


trative assistant, also is unofficial coor- 
dinator of the district's vocational pro- 
gram. Board members and teachers said 
the "titled" position of district vocational 
director is unnecessary and would create 
unneeded bureaucracy. 


"The good thing at Maine is that there 


are only a few chiefs and a lot of In- 
dians," said Leonard Grazian, board 
member. Grazian praised department 
chairmen for their work and encouraged 
them to continue operating as they have 
in the past. 


THE DEPARTMENT chairmen also 


said there was no need to hire a place- 


ment officer for graduating vocational 
students. Schultz said guidance coun- 
selors in each school post a list of avail- 
able jobs each year and most vocational 
students have been hired before they 
graduate. 


State officials also criticized teachers, 


saying they were "too traditional" and 
should use more innovative teaching 
methods.

Battles stressed that the project was 


planned, "not abruptly, but over a period 
of years." Building would be done on all 
sites simultaneoulsy. 


The children will attend school in ele- 


mentary districts 54 and 59 and high 
school districts 214 and 211.

THE TWO sections of the development

Battles said that based on 1970-71 edu- 


cation figures, it would cost slightly 
more than $1 million to educate the 
childen from the completed development. 
Since the project will produce $4.6 mil- 
lion in school taxes, the schools stand to 
gain approximately $3.& million yearly 
once Devon-53 is finished, according to 
Battles. 


Provo, the C & NW experienced its first 
losses on suburban commuter operations 
in eight years. Provo contends that sub- 
sidies to the Chicago Transit Authority 
make competition impossible for the rail- 
road. 


Provo made his remarks as a preface 


to his endorsement of the Chicago Metro- 
politan Area Transportation System pro- 
posal. The system would set up a unified 
agency to operate all mass transit facil- 
ities in the metropolitan area. 


No timetable has yet been worked out 


for a possible fare increase or cutbacks 
in service, according to a C & NW 
spokesman. 


"We don't want to reduce service," the 


spokesman said. "This is the last thing 
we want to do. This is why we are behind 
the idea of a single, mass transit plan- 
ning operation. Nobody has been making 
a profit but us, and now those profits are 
eroding." 


ALTHOUGH THE C&NW gained ap- 


proval of a 7 per cent fare hike in June, 
1971, 
the railroad said this was not ade- 


quate to meet rising costs. It went before 
the Illinois Commerce Commission in 
February to seek an added 7 per cent 
fare increase, which Provo contends is 
the lowest possible increase it could have 
requested to meet costs and would have 
covered only last year's wage increases. 


The 5'/i per cent fare increase finally 


granted by the commission came four 
months after the April 1 date sought by 
the C & NW. 


"Had we gained the 7 per cent in- 


crease when we asked for it, or April 1, 
in the intervening time since then we 
would have gained an additional $500,000 
in revenues," according to the railway 
spokesman. 


"A large segment of the C & NW's sub- 


urban work force received a 5 per cent 
wage increase April 15 this year. Another 
5 per cent wage boost is slated for the 
workers Oct. 15." 


Provo said earnings from suburban op- 


erations have declined sharply since 
1968, when they reached $2.4 million. 


Earnings dropped to $1.6 million in 1971 
and continued to fall this year. The rail- 
road became employe-owned on June 1. 


Among other participants favoring a 


unified mass transit system for the city 
and suburbs at the hearing were Illinois 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie, and U. S. Sena- 
tors Charles Percy and Adlai Stevenson.
